Dear Journal: — Last Saturday 
night, I was back in Staunton. Y.i . 
from Kentucky, remained with my 
dear children, and started again last 
Monday morning to resume my work 
for I WO Or three weeks. 

I next found myself in Charlottes 
ville, Vil , where 1 enjoyed a good din- 
ner tit the University of Virginia, 
founded in 1825 by Thomas .Icfl'ei'son. 
who once expressed a desire to add B 
deaf-mute department to the Univer 
sity, but the Board of Visitors opposed 
his scheme, and therefore he gave 
it up. This fact I found in the Bos- 
ton Public. Library some years ago, 
and it waa afterwards published in the 
Dkaf-Mi ns' , lot un vi.. ToTtkoaaesJef 

ferson is due the idea of the opening 
of a deaf and dumb college. Il was 
ahout forty years before the National 
Deaf Mute College was established at 
Washington City. 

I met a mute there, of whom 1 have 
ere this time spoken as a first-rate cako 
tvnd eandy maker. 

Near that place lives a deaf mule 
shoemaker, wdio has two deaf and 
dumb children, though his wife enjoys 
all her faculties in perfection. He 
once went to the Slaunton school and 
the children spoken of are also in 
that, rehool. 

i Madison, Va., we passed over 
the spot where a very intelligent deaf- 
mute gentleman of good family loot 
his valuable life by being run over by 
I train some years ago. 

Brandy, a village, was my next stop 
page to make my niece a very short 
visit. I pasted Monday night, on the 
same place where was fought a severe 
cavalry light of which you may have 
read. 

Manassas was next passed. About 
ten miles west of that place once lived 
lour deaf-mute persons who are all at 
real What made them unfortunate 
while their parents were more uufor 
Innate? 

We wheeled rapidly within two or 
three miles of Fairfax, 0. EL, where 
ihe wills and testaments of Heorge 
Washington are still preserved, and 
Where once resided Geo. Tuberville, 
who went Hartford as a pay pupil in 
1825, I think, lie wanted to offer 
his hands to a deaf mute lady of good 
family, but she would no! have him on 
Hi-count of his being a hard drinker. 
This enraged him, and he got upon his 
borse and rode away, lie court- 
ed a speaking girl for a few days and 
then married her. At his death tie 

bequeathed h ; s own farm to his wife 

and afterwards to his only spunking 
son who now owns and cultivates it. 

Tuesday afternoon I got off at 
Warrenton Va.. for a few hours. 
mtOB is the place where '.be law. 
Chief Justice John Marshall resided 
I knew his sister and her two nieces 
well, in 1840. They are all gone. 

Being much fatigued, 1 enj 
a sound sleep in Washin gton city that 
night. I could not find time to vtsii 
the Deaf-Mute College, owing to my 

very brief stoppage 

I stopped off at h'rederickslmrg the 
next day for the night, where 1 visited 
two mutes, whom 1 long ego instruct 

ed at Staunton, Va. The ancient town 

is where I first met (Jenetal WinfieM 
Seoit, V S. A., who was very kind and 
attentive to my wants during 

stormy dark night. Dee. 11. 1889 We 

both won! into a uight oat foe Rich 
mond, 
Before we retired, he wrote on s 

piece of paper as foil >> I .unt.on'l 

Wintiehl Scott. U S. \ " and then 



am going to Florida to fight the In 
dians," and made signs before me, 
which amused me, after which he lift 
ed me and put me into my berth with 
his own hands, and shook hand 
mo. Then he lay down on the floor 
and slept like a true soldier. 

Some years afterwards, as I was 
teaching my class at Staunton, I saw 
two nice bay horses running away 
with a hack. I ordered my male pupils 
to run and stop the horses. We ran 
without our hats as fast as our legs 
could carry us I outran the pupils, 
and we stopped the hack. I opened 
the hack door, saw an aged lady, help 
ed Iffcr out, wailed on her to her hotel, 
not knowing who she was, and left her 
I was much surprised when I 
learned thats he was General Wintield 
Scott's mother. 

I arrived here yesterday evening 
and enjoyed sign chats with four deaf 
mutes last night. One of them hand 
ed me one dollar and a half, tvnd told 
me to send it for the Devi- Mutes' 
Journal, because he wished to ts 
His name is James L. Luinpkins. He 
is my old pupil. 

I must now close.
